General W. T. Sliermau was called nud testified: 


He arrived in Washington ou the 4th ol December 
ItlBt and remained two months, coming here on 
business connected witb the Indian Commission ; 
about tbe middle of December be wits assigned 
to duty ou the board to revise tbe army articles ; 
lind several Interviews with tbe President reinird- 
iug the dllllcultics before aud after Stautou's re- 
moval. 


Mr. Stanbcry asked— What conversation took 


pliice between you and the President on tbe 1-tlh 
of January in regard to Slanton'a removal ?
